Havana, Dec. 14.— It is ofllciallj mi- 
noanced that the Spanith forow, under 
the oommaud of Oeneral Pando, In the 
proTlnce of Puerto Principe, have been 
pashiug Insurgent Leader General Max- 
imo Gome/, so clo>-ely that ho was 
obliged (with about X'UO men o( hie es- 
cort) to Book refuge in the WOOda ud 
mountains of Los Delioiae. 

The commissionere sent by Gtonenl 
Pando to different parts of the island 
with instructions to negotiate with the 
insurgents for their aoceptanoe of the 
autonomooB form of government pro- 
posed by Spain have not returned m a 
single case, which seems to conlhrm the 
report that some of them baTt been 
hwiged by the insurgents, and others 
bare elected to remoiu with the enemy. 

It is reported that Juan Delgado, the 
Insurgent leader, has hanged the two 
commissioners who were sent to him 
with peace propoeitioas. 

A dispatch recoatlj receiv.ed here 
from Madrid says that the autonomy 
cabinet for Cuba will not be formed 
antil the rororm^sts and autonomists 
unite in one party, and it is added that 
the reformist dopnty, Amblard, who 
is now in Madrid, will on Us orrivsA in 
Kew York oSer to Manuel Rafael An- 
galo, a member of the Cuban revolu- 
tionary junta, a portfolio in the new 
autonomy cabinet, in order to induce 
bim to return to Cuba. 

During the recent engagement at Cai- 
man, on the south coast, tho intiurKciit 
leader, Collazo, was wounded. Yester- 
day 10 firiiiod insnrKent-i surrenderecl 
there. Uurinj? a Kkuraiiih on the river 
Beco, near (.iuines, this prcniiice, tho 
well known insurgent loader, JPitirre, 
was kiih-d. toKother With a lieutenant 
uiifi two privates.

Nbw York, Dec. 14.— Describing the 
reception of General Weyler in Madrid, 

the correspondent of The Herald says : 
In spite of all Komero Kobiedo's hard 
work to ensure an enthusiastic recep- 
tion for General Weyler in Madrid, in 
spite of the fact that a holiday had 
been carefully chosen ^nd the hour of 
his arrival. 1 o'clock, was the most 
propitoas one possible, the affair passed 
off amid almost comnieie indifference. 

Between 1,000 and l.fiOO friends and 
supporters of the various political par- 
ties. ^ of whom hope to secure Von- 
eral Weyler's adhesion, were at the 
station, but there were few cries and 
only little enthtisiosm. His pas.>age to 
the house was tamo in the extreme. 
So:ely with a view to prevent any hot- 
headed Romerists or VVeyloi-i^ts from 
making any demonstration, the govern- 
ment took all prej.iutioaary measures 
and .sent a special detachment to puard 
the residence of Minister Woodford, 
who accepted the gnard as a courteous 
act, but a (luitu uniiecissary attention.

TRYINQ TO SAVE DURANT. 

A WoMaa That KStod a Maa Oreatae a 

Soaiia in Chnreh. 

San ri!AV( isro. Dec. 14. — Mrs. Alice 
Hartley, who killed Senator Foley at 
Ecno several years ago, created a great 
deal of excitement in Emanuel Baptist 
church Sunday night. At the oonolu- 
sion of Rev. J. George Gibson's sermon 
she dramaticallydeolared that she had a 
messape from God to tho effect that 
Durant's life should be saved and it 
was the duty of the congregation to 
save him. 

Rev. Gibson, who was Durant's pas- 
tor, refused to see the condemned 
man's mother when she called with a 
message from her son asking the 
preacher to tell all he knew about the 
murders in Emanuel chuioh. 

Kugone Deuprey, the attorney who is 
making such a fight for Durant, gives 
warning ct sensational developments. 
He says that Durant will not hang in 
January, as is generally expected, and 
declares that he will eventnaily go free. 
The attorney says that revelations are 
soon to be made in the case that will 
cause a profound sensation. Deuprey 
says that they aro on the track of the 
real murderer and says that anreets will 
soon be made. 

A final appeal for a commutation of 
the sentence of death will be made to 
Governor Budd thia week.

Private Quick Flued SitO For Trains to 
Kill Hi.

assault. 

Un tho 25th of last May Quick re- 
turned to the home from this city in- 
toxicated, and attempted to attack 
Megrew with a knife, ailing as 
excuse a fanoied grievanoe concerning 
failure to secure an expected pension. 
An attache of the home saved the oom- 
mandant from serious iniurv by in- 
terfering, but was himself badly out, so 
that for a time it was thought that he 
cotild not recover. 

The trial spread over a weary length 
of 12 days, a good deal of expert testi- 
mony being introduced to show insan- 
ity on the port of the acoosed. Quick 
kis yet to stand trial upon the charge 
of intent to kill the intending peace* 
maker, and as he was the person most 
seriously injured, it is expected that 
the punishment will be greater.

mountains. 

Auk, the Indian mail carrier, who 
brings this report, left the Yukon cap- 
ital fully 10 days after tho Daltou par- 
ty. He says tho vanguard of tho ter- 
ror-stricken army is following less than 
a week behind him. Auk declares that 
fully 25 per cent of the stampeding 
army will never Uve to redte the ter< 
rors of thehr flight north. 

The river steamers Bella and Weare, 
it now appears, did not land more than 
100 tons of provisions on their arrival in 
Dawson in the early part of October, 
owing to their having been held np at 
Circle City. 

The only bright view of the situation 
is that the crossing of the pass above 
Taiya and Skaguay has lately been 
greatly improved and within a month 
will be in excellent condition. 

Taiya parties headed by George F. 
Ulmer propose to go to the relief m the 
hungry at Dawson. They will make 
tho United States government an offer 
to deliver f.0,000 pounds of provisions 
within ."^^0 d;ivs after the time of start- 
ing for Dawhon for the sum of $75,000. 
They already have 5,000 pounds of pro- 
visions cached at Lako Bennett which 
they will take in over the (i^hilkoot pass 
this winter. Uluier will co south by 
the ne.\t steamer to lay hi^ jiropositlon 
before the sicn taryof war by wire.

CURRENCY SCHEMES. 



AMiltiUde of Tliem Uffercd For Adaption 

Ity CoogresH.

President McKinley has rccominended 
to Congress one currency scheme ; Secre- 
tary Gaffe has recommended another; 
each of the seventeen members of the 
House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency baa Jone, which he is urging the 
committee to adopt and report to the 
Ilonse; pcveral nn'inbers of tlie House 
Committee on Ways and Means are ready 
to bring on theirs as Iboi^ aa they get a 
chance: a number of Ijills, introduced by 
individuals in both houses are already 
printed, and the amateur Monetary Com- 
mission, appointed by the Imlinnapolis 
Conference of last January, threatens 
soon to launch upon the public the result 
of its arduous labors. 

No sane person expects that any of 
this multitude of schemes will bo adopt- 
ed by Congress, and it is doubtful wheth 
er any of them even comes before that 
body for deflate. They will he nsefu', 
nevertheless, in bringing up the points 
of general agreement and disagreement 
on th- snhji'ct, and thus they will clear 
the way to a conclusion that will satisfy 
the country. 

The point of genoral agreement thus 
far indicated is, that whether the nation's 
paper money be issued i)y the Govern- 
ment or by the banks, the Government 
shall guarantee the redemption of it in 
gold. It is acknowledged that notes 
resting solely upon the solvency of the 
banks respectively issuing them will be 
unacceptable to the vant majority of our 
people. We have had too unpleasant an 
•sperienoe of a multifariooa bank cur- 
rency, of varying degree.s of value, of 
varying appearance and of uncertain re- 
deem^bUity, to endure it again: The cur- 
rency we have now, being all issued by 
the Government and redeemed by the 
Government, passes from hand to hand 
without question, and with no other ex- 
amination than that required to count it. 
The new currency, if we are to have any, 
muit command no lesa oonfldenoe. 

Tlie question tbus takes this shape : If 

till florci'iiiiiciit i.'ttiii/iiiirduirt' lite uoii'.i i.^mwd 
by tlie banks, lake charge of Uie gold Jund for 
their rtdemplion, and nudte its SuUntmrirn 
their redeciiiiu'i agniclfif, why shoidd it not /(t- 
tue Uu notes itm lf, in the Jirst instance, and 
avoid paying the banks millions qf dollars 
every year for lerviees mhieh they do not ren- 
der? The Government baa better and 
safer storage vaults for gold bui the 
banks have, and the people pot, with 
good reason, more faith in it than they do 
in the banks. In times uf panic there 
would never be a run upon the Treasury 
as there would be upon the banks, be- 
cause theGovernment, since thd resump- 
tion of specie payments, has never once 
aaepeaded them, while the banks have 
several times suspended payment in pa- 
per at. well as in specie. 

Let us suppress all bank notes and fill 
their place with Government notea re* 
deemable on demand in gold and secured 
by a^redemption fund not liable to deple- 
tion for any other purpose.

.\t a ppecial meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Y. M. C. A. Monday, the 
resignation of Mr. J. E. Canfield as Gen- 
eral Secretary was tendered and on mo- 
tion accepted, to take eSect the first of 
January. Mr. Canfield haa had charge 
of the work in this city something over a 
year and has done splendid and most 
elFective service. He and his estimable 
family have made a host of warm friends 
here who will sincerely Regret to learn 
they are to leave Maysville, and whose 
heartfelt good wishes will follow tbem 
wherever they ga Mr. Canfield may re- 
main in Kentucky some time to assist in 
the State work, but his plans are not 
definitely settled yet.

The canvass for subscriptions to this 
year's budget of expenses has not been 
entirely completed yet, but the directors 
will aim to finish this work during the 
present month, aided by State Secretary 
Kosevear. Lexington recently subscribed 
nearly $7,000 to pay off a debt of the Y.

CHILDREN S HOME SOCIETY. 



Great tiood Being Accomplished bj This 
OHMiutian in Kentocky ill 
ElMWhen. 



The Keutuclcy Child ren's Home Society 
was the subject presented to »ar people 
at the First Baptist Obnrch Sunday 
niornin^f, at the Y. M. C. A. parlors in 
the afternoon and at the M. £. Cbart^h, 
Soatb, Sanday eTenlng. This great be- 
nevolence, while perhaps the yonriRest 
charitable worlc in the State, is accom 
plishing great good in its special field ol 
effort. It mission is to find homes for 
homeless and destitute children and to 
place them with the leait possible delay. 
It continues a personal saperrision nntii 
they are of legal age. Under its method 
it is impossible that its wards suffer, 
either neglect or abuse. It is nndenomi 
natkmal, standing in relation to children 
as inch. 

If • child is homeless, is in good health, 
o! soond mind and of good disposition, 

it may be the recipient of theffood offices 
of the society. The families in which 
the children are placed must be church 
Roing, Sabbath obficrvinjf, materially able 
and socially in such pu&ition as to (^ive 
the child advantage of home and educa- 
tion suitable to their station in life. 

The child is placed in such home on 
trial suflioieutly long to insure satisfac- 
tion, in which case a permanant settle- 
ment is made on basis of special contract 
which secures to the child love and care, 
and a permanent home; or legal adop- 
tion. This simple, humane and econom- 
ical method of dealing with the cliild 
saving work is successful. Since its or- 
ganisation in 1884 it has homed almost 
10,000 children, has eflcctcd organiz iticns 
in twenty-three States and territories, 
and is continuing its progress with in- 
creasing rapidity and effectivenei^s. On 
December 20, 1805, it was organizi-d in 
Kentucky, since wbicli time it has 
placed l-'Ocbildren in excellent humtp. 

The local phases of this society's work 
are the key to its great success. Tt)e 
members of the local board consist of 
representative workers from esch obnrch 
in the community, to which are added 
an associate member from euch Magis- 
terial district in the country. Tbeee 
keep the society apprised of tlie wliere- 
abouts of homeless children, of childless 
homes, and when a child is placed within 
the jurisdiction of snob board tbey exer- 
cise a quiet supervision. r>y this means 
every neighborhood has its representative 
and no child need be long without a good 
home and friendly hands to help it in 
life's battles. Ninety-two local boards 
have been organised in Kentucky, and 
the effort is to complete the work in the 

shortcKt po6sil)!e time, so that WWtJ 
county will be in the field. 

The work is supported by the benevo- 
lent public. It. bu a system of mem 
berships, known as benefactor, patron 
and life, which are $100, $60 and $26, re- 
spectively, payable cash, or in five equal 
annual inetalluients. The annual mem- 
bership is $1 per year. Contributions 
however, of any amount, and at any 
time, are always needed and always wel- 
come. 

An effort is being made by the State 
Board of Management, of which Jiid^o 
R. II. Tliom|)soii, of Louisville, is Presi- 
dent, to secure a fund of $3,000 by Jan 
uary 1st, 1808, for the use of the work 
, Anv infoi luMtion couccrninir the work 
will be cheerfully given by the State 
Superintendent, Rev. Wm. Shoesmith, 
J».'50 Sixth street, Louisville, Ky. An in- 
quiry into the methods of this society 
will be rewarded by a knowledge of a 
charity, economical, humane and success 
ful, and which will if regarded on base of 
its merit, secure you as an ardent sympa- 
thiser, a liberal supporter and a life long 
friend.
